The must dramatie —Jost-and-found 
column that the world has ever Known is 
a direct outgrowth of the war. No charge 
is made for advertising in it. No reward 
is offered to the finder. Wherever it is 
posted, this extraordimay column is read 
with happy tears, excited sobs, and hys- 
terical glee. 

Families—they are the lost-and-found 
article it advertises. Sam Schoenstein’s 
wife and six children who haven't been 
heard of before in five years! Lily Men- 
schikoff’s mother, lost track of when she 
was driven from Russia! Leja Blodiski’s 
sweetheart, who might have been killed 
in the war for all she knew until today. 
That’s the kind of a column it is, 

Such a list is posted almost every day 
in the dingy little office of the American 
Jewish Relicf Committee Transmission 
Bureau at 98 Second Avenue on the East 
Side of New York City. There all the 
comedy and tragedy of the work that the 
Jews of America are doing to save the 
lives of the war-stricken Jews abroad are 
best visualized. The dollars—now total- 
ing more than a sgore of millions—that 
Americans of all creeds have contributed 
to the American Jewish Relief Committee 
and other organizations of its kind are 
there seen in action. No war drama of 
all the dozens staged was ever half so 
vivid and so comic and so sad as tlie 

every-day performance that takes place 
there. Actors couldn’t play so straight 
from the heart as these men and women— 
and a child, ioo, iow and then—who éome 
to scan the lost-and-founds. F 

Yon get a new idea of the extent to 


which was has snapped human ties, as 
casually as a child might break a thread, 
from that crowd around the bulletin 
board. In just one average day last week 
421 men and women made inquiries for 
penne relatives in Europe, war-fugitives, 
and victtms of the Bolsheviki uprising. 


_ William Hirsch and Isaac Koenigsberg, 


in charge of the work at 98 Second Ave- 
nue, were able to give information to al- 
most half of them from Poland, Rumania, 
Lithuania, and half a dozen other places. 

Last Monday $6000 was turned in, to be 
sent to relatives in Europe. On Tuesday 
it was $5600, and these were average days. 
The money was not in large sums, either, 
but in many little ones, such diffiewt, 
pulpy dollars as peanut vendors save, and 
factory workers get together. 

You see life in the raw, as the novelists 
like to call it, there on Second Avenuo. 
Hearts beat almost nakedly around the 
bulletin hoards where the lost-and-founds 
are posted. All at once a woman begins 
to shriek, and cannot seem to stop. Bad 
news? Not at all. 

‘My mother!?’ she says when she can 
speak, and points out a cramped signature 
midway on the list, ‘T thought she was 
dead! It is three years since we heard.”’
